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LICENCE — WHAT LICENCE? 


To say that dealing with government departments is sometimes difficult, frustrating, time 
consuming is to state the obvious. Sometimes | get the distinct impression they have 
been to the same school of obfuscation as their political masters. Readers will be aware | 
have had a lengthy association with the Department of Environment and Climate Change 
(DECC) in Queanbeyan and also locally where | have received significant help and support 
from their dedicated field officers and local senior staff. Unfortunately this does not always 
translate to middle and senior management people who are more impacted upon by those 
responsible for the enactment of legislation. More than one recent event has brought this 


fact home to me in two states. 


The first reality check came with a decision 
not to complete a prosecution for damage 
to the site of an endangered orchid, 
Corunastylis superba. The site is in a 
section of the Morton National Park which 
covers a large portion of the NSW south 
coast and the escarpment of the southern 
highlands and the site also borders the 
main road between Nowra and Nerriga. 
This road is currently being upgraded from 
track status to an all weather road and in 
September 2006 a grader was despatched 
to undertake normal roadside maintenance 
for a distance of 400 metres, which will 
serve as an outlet from a little used road to 
the new section but will remain unsealed. 
To upgrade the road 40 metres of National 
Park containing C. superba was removed 
from an area previously damaged by 
a natural gas pipeline. Despite those 
ordering the road works having knowledge 
of the site the grader operator was not 
informed resulting in damage to orchid 
habitat which is low, delicate heath 
vegetation. This vegetation including small 
rocks was pushed on to the site covering 
more orchid habitat. | was contacted 
both by the Shoalhaven City Council and 
DECC to assess damage and a DECC 
officer and myself managed to clear by 
hand approximately five cubic metres of 
rubble from the site. The following season 
(2007) no orchids flowered on the site, 
three flowered in 2008 but all failed to 
flower in 2009. | was assured the DECC 
intended to formulate a prosecution and 
this would be aided by a range of photos 
taken on the day the rubble was cleared 
and the site surveyed. Early in 2008 | 
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was informed (quietly) the prosecution 
would not proceed and wrote a letter to 
DECC asking if this was the case. | was 
informed my information was incorrect but 
early in 2009 | learned the prosecution was 
withdrawn for lack of evidence of orchid 
damage. A suitably manufactured letter 
followed expressing my _ dissatisfaction 
which elicited a suitably diplomatic but 
bureaucratic response and | did feel | had 
wasted many hours of travelling, fuel and 
physical effort as the site is about one hour 
from home and | felt it required at least an 
annual check. 


More recently my concerns lay with the 
Queensland government bureaucracy 
and the newly created Department of 
Environment and Resource Management 
(DERM) which is an amalgamation of the 
Department of Natural Resources and 
Water and the Environmental Protection 
Agency. If this amalgamation takes as 
long to settle into a properly effective body 
as did their NSW equivalent, oversights 
and confusion as to how some matters 
are dealt with, will be the norm for a year 
or two. My issue here is with the selling 
of native species via Internet site such as 
EBay. About 18 months ago | was alerted 
to a site selling Geodorum terrestre (syn 
G. densiflorum) but an email to the seller 
asking for NPWS tags and a sellers licence 
saw the items removed. Recently two 
other sites have attracted attention with 
one selling more plants of G. terrestre 
and another, tubers of an Arthrochilus 
species. The former is advertising exotic 
native orchid species (confusing) which | 
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learned are on her property. | contacted 
this person who promptly told me to mind 
my own business. The problem is G. 
terrestre is considered common in Qld but 
is endangered in NSW. A similar situation 
exists with the Arthrochilus species but 
the provenance of the material was not 
disclosed and the seller indicated he was 
unaware of which species he had and 
thought it was either A. prolixus or A. 
latipes. A. prolixus is considered common 
in Qld and is not listed in NSW and A. 
latipes is from the Northern Territory, where 
it also is considered common. Regardless 
of this, no NPWS tag or sellers licence is 
listed on the EBay site or accompanies any 
purchased tubers. The inference is that 
whatever species are being sold, the plants 
are not sourced from legal means, which 
might include flasks or tuber multiplication. 


An email was sent to the DERM and 
the response was to say officers have 
visited the property of concern and were 
convinced the plants were from a personal 
collection and taken from the wild prior to 
Queensland legislation coming into effect. 
He also mentioned he had purchased 
some plants from another Internet seller. 
My reply was that someone is not being 
truthful and | asked how the seller could 
prove his period of ownership, how long 
he had been selling the originally collected 
and allegedly legal plants, proof of his 
Internet purchases, was he propagating 
them by tuber multiplication or using a 
flasking téchnique? | also mentioned the 
lack of NPWS tags the failure to possess 
or display a licence and if one was not 
available, was a fine or warning issued? 


Those who purchase native orchids via - 


the Internet have many choices, as an 
increasing number of Australian and 
overseas numerous nurseries do business 
in this manner and all are professional 
enough to have the necessary authority 
but buyers must be aware of the backyard 
dealer who can hide behind an anonymous 
Website and email address as the Internet 
does not recognise local, state, national or 
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international boundaries. 
EPBC Update 


As all those interested in conservation 
will know, the Federal Environmental 
Protection Biodiversity | Conservation 
Act 1999 is currently undergoing its first 
legislated 10 year review. One hundred 
pages of pertinent data were available from 
the DEWHA Website and submissions 
were called for early in 2009. For those 
presenting submissions an option to 
remain anonymous was available and later 
a series of face to face meetings with the 
five member review panel were on offer 
for interested persons or groups. ANOS 
Inc is submission No 155 in a total of 214 
covering a vast range of environmental, 
industrial, business, tourism bodies and 
various individual interests. Each submitter 
was granted 30 minutes to further advance 
their cause and representing ANOS | took 
a list of concerns with me, which covered 
matters which | had personally encountered 
during and prior to my: appointment to my 
position. 


From the range of meetings throughout 
various capital cities a further 300 pages 
of data was prepared and this formed the 
Interim Report to which still interested 
persons made further submissions. The 
closing date for submissions to the Interim 
Report was August 3%; the review panel 
will consider these and respond with their 
findings to all concerned. For those who 
have not presented a submission but would 
like to follow the process a visit to http:// 


www.environment.gov.au/epbc/review will 
keep you informed.

Increasing with the urban expansion of Sydney, there is a corresponding destruction of 
habitat, and as such field enthusiasts have to go further to view and enjoy native orchids in 
the wild. Fortunately Sydney is surrounded by national parks, a few state forests and Sydney 
Catchment Authority areas. Each provides some opportunity to experience our natural 
heritage. One such area is Tourist Road which provides an alternate route when travelling 
from Wollongong to Bowral and passes through the Upper Nepean Sydney Catchment 


Authority Area. 


The areas adjacent to Tourist Road have for 
decades been visited by orchid enthusiasts. 
In recent years this section of catchment 
has been covered under the Sydney 
Water Catchment Management Act 1998 
(SWCM Act), and this orchid rich area has 
now been declared a Special Area. The 
purpose such declarations as stated in the 
legislation is to — 


(a) protecting the quality of stored waters, 
whether intended for use for drinking 
or other purposes 

(b) maintaining the ecological integrity 
of an area of land to be declared to 
be a special area in a manner that 
is consistent with the Authority’s 
objectives. 


These goals may be achieved but the cost 
to the orchid enthusiast is easy access to 
these areas including the roadside verges. 
Whether sign posted or not unauthorised 
entry onto Special Areas risks individual 
fines between $200 and $11000. ANOS 
Illawarra has gained permission to access 
limited areas adjacent to Tourist Road 
subject to notifying the authority of the 
time of visit and identity of those visiting. 
Nevertheless, restrictions make it difficult 
for the conservationists amongst us to verify 
the conservation of the orchid heritage in 
this area. 


Even with restrictions, this is an orchid rich 
area that with the exception of very dry 
periods rewards the visitor with a wide range 
of genera and species flowering throughout 
the year. The following is a brief coverage of 
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a few of the orchid species the visitor may 
find during October. 


Calochilus robertsonii and Caleana major 
are numerous in some of the wooded 
areas and be expected to be found in 
flower throughout October and November. 
Also numerous during October and early 
November is Stegostyla gracilis which can 
be partially identified by its musky odour. 


Prasophyllum brevilabre can occasionally 
be found where the cleared verge meets 
the forest and can be quite numerous after 
a fire. Locally common is an unnamed 
Prasophyllum which also is thought to be 
found in some areas west of Nowra. 


Thelymitra ixioides is also commonly found 
along the road verges whereas only rarely 
seen is Thelymitra kangaloonica. 


One interesting find is what we believe is 
Pterostylis X ingens. A number of plants 
were in flower and P. nutans and P. falcata 
can be found in the area but have yet to 
be observed at this location. One other 
common orchid found ‘in spring is Diuris 
sulphurea and during good seasons 
hundreds of flowering plants can be seen in 
close proximity. 


If you wish to visit this Tourist Road, ANOS 
Illawarra will be conducting a field trip on 
Sunday 1% of November.

Is Habenaria harroldii Queensland’s rarest orchid? Well probably not, but unfortunately, it 
is certainly up there as one of our rarest orchids. Is H. harroldii our strangest orchid? Again, 
probably not, but it is certainly one of the oddest as you will soon discover. 


The genus Habenaria consists of around 
six hundred species generally restricted 
to the tropics. They are typically deciduous 
terrestrials growing in swampy areas. 
Australia has seventeen described species, 
all restricted to Northern Australia with the 
exception of one species, H. harroldii 
which occurs in southern Queensland 
from Maryborough to Noosa. This is far 
south of all other Habenaria. The other 
sixteen species do not extend south of 
Rockhampton. 


H. harroldii was first found in January 
1976 by Dr Arthur Harrold when he 
located about one hundred flowering 
plants growing in an area of about one 
hectare on the Noosa north shore. Dr 
Harrold noted that some flowers had 
long spurs and others a very short spur. 
This caused some confusion causing the 
long spurred plants to be identified as H. 
ferdinandi and the short spurred plants as 
an undescribed Habenaria. Unfortunately, 
the original specimens were misplaced 
and a replacement specimen damaged 
so that only an incomplete description 
could be made. Extensive searching by 
Dr Harrold the following year failed to find 
any plants flowering or non-flowering. Dr 
Harrold continued to search each year 
and didn’t rediscover the plants until 1989, 
thirteen years later, when two plants were 
found in flower, one at the original site and 
a second on private property 8 km away. 
One of these plants was collected for the 
herbarium, but again was damaged in 
transit making it unusable as a reference 
specimen. Searching in subsequent years 
drew a blank until 1995 when a plant was 
found in flower at the private property site 
and was collected as a herbarium sample. 
This plant arrived intact making a perfect 
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reference specimen. It took nineteen years 
for a reference sample of this orchid to be 
obtained and not misplaced, a strange 
start for an unusual orchid. In 1998, 
David L. Jones described H. harroldii in 
The Orchadian naming it in honour of its 
discoverer, Dr Arthur Harrold. 


In 1996, a single flowering plant of H. 
harroldii was discovered by Alan Logan 
and Ted Smith growing near Maaroom 
(20 km south east of Maryborough), 
approximately 100 km north of the original 
site at Noosa. The following year, thirty two 
flowering plants were found growing at the 
same location near Maaroom. Alan Logan 
has monitored this site each year since 
and found some flowering plants each 
year except for the occasional extremely 
dry year. Interestingly, the number of non- 
flowering plants located is very low even 
when large numbers of flowering plants 
exist. This contrasts with the Noosa site 
where no non-flowering plants have ever 
been located and flowering plants have 
only been found three years in the nineteen 
years after discovery despite searching 
every year. 


After encouragement by Alan Logan, a few 
ANOS Kabi members, including myself, 
searched the Noosa site for H. harroldii 
in 2005. Despite initial confusion with 
the leaves of the similar looking Liparis 
habenarina growing in large numbers in 
the area, we found no sign of the elusive 
H. harroldii. Searching each year since has 
revealed plenty of L. habenarina, but not 
one sighting of the elusive H. harroldii. In 
2007, | travelled to Maaroom to see this 
elusive orchid, but was again disappointed 
as a very dry summer meant no orchids 
could be located. 
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In 2009, | accompanied Alan Logan back 
to the Maaroom location where | finally 
saw my first H. harroldii. They were 
growing in summer swampy areas at the 
edge of tea tree swamps. The area was 
waterlogged so extreme care had to be 
taken as we had not come prepared with 
gum boots. H. harroldii is only known to 
grow in a small area less than 800 m long 
by 100 m wide so is extremely vulnerable 
to disturbance. Even though the known 
growing area is small, this year was a 
very good flowering year with over three 
hundred plants estimated to be in flower 
plus a small number of non-flowering 
plants. Interestingly, the plants seemed 
very evenly spread with a flowering plant 
approximately every metre showing these 
orchids can be quite common where the 
conditions are suitable. 


The plant generally has three green leaves 
around 100 mm long by 10 mm wide with 
the flower inflorescence emerging from the 
centre of the leaves to around 200 mm tall 
with five to ten flowers. Each flower is pure 
white with a yellow brown tinge to the outer 
sepal surfaces. The dorsal sepal and petals 
do not open widely but embrace forming 
an open cup around 5 mm diameter. The 
lateral sepals open widely to the horizontal 
while the labellum generally only opens 
around 45 to 90 degrees giving the flower 
a distinctive cupped appearance, very 
much like a decorated egg with the front 
half opened in three sections to reveal its 
inner decorations. The size of the flower 
is fairly consistent but the labellum side 
lobes and spur size vary significantly. The 
labellum side lobes vary from non-existent 
to around 5 mm long or around half the 


length to the labellum, giving the labellum | 


a cross like appearance on plants with 
large side lobes. The flower spur length 
varies from virtually non-existent to around 
10 mm in length. 


| was quite amazed by the variability of the 
flower of this orchid. | have seen significant 
flower variations in different populations of 
many native orchids, but | have never seen 
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the amount of variation this species shows 
in plants growing beside one another in any 
other species. There was no consistency at 
all in labellum side lobe size or spur length. 
| did notice that the flowers on an individual 
plant were always consistent in labellum 
side lobe and spur length but nearby plants 
did not share any consistency in size. | 
also noted that spur length and side lobe 
length tended to fall to the extremes with 
most plants having either very long or very 
short side lobes and spurs with only the 
occasional -plant having an intermediate 
length side lobes or spur. 


Is this flower variability the cause of the 
rareness of this orchid? One would think 
that the variation in spur length in particular 
would mean at least two different pollinators 
would be required or maybe a single 
extremely. variable pollinator. Is the fact 
that the flower only appeared three times 
in nineteen years at Noosa a factor? One 
would have to think this would be a major 
factor. Hopefully continued observation 
of this orchid at both locations will reveal 
some of the secrets of this cryptic orchid, 
but | doubt it is about to reveal its secrets 
without a prolonged fight.

Introduction 

Oligochaetochilus is a complex genus 
of about 60 named species that is well 
developed in southern Australia with few 
species extending into the tropics on the 
eastern side of the continent (Jones & 
Clements 2002). A remarkably specialized, 
habitat-specific species with a restricted 
distribution in south-western New South 
Wales is here described as new. 


Materials and Methods 

The description of the new taxa was made 
from fresh specimens. Dried specimens of 
Oligochaetochilus species were examined 
from the following herbaria: AD, BRI, 
CANB, HO, MEL, NSW and PERTH. Unless 
otherwise indicated, all types of related 
Oligochaetochilus taxa (or photographs 
thereof) have been examined. 


Taxonomy 

‘Ns Oligochaetochilus pedinus 
D.L.Jones, sp. nov.; sed habitu caespiti; 
foliis rosulis majoribus; floribus relative 
parvis, translucentibus sematibus viridis 
et brunneis; sepalis punctis filiformibus 
brevioribus; labello minore, elliptico ad 
oblongo-ellipticum marginibus integris, ad 
apicem obtusum angustanti, differt. 


Type: New South Wales. Cultivated in Yass 
by Nita Wheeler, 16 Nov. 2004; original 
provenance from South Burrabogie, near 
Hay, Nov. 2003, N.Wheeler (D.L.Jones 
19177) (holo CANB 664862). 
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Description: Tubers not seen. Leaves 
sessile, 8-12 in a radical rosette, loosely 
imbricate, usually withered at anthesis; 
lamina oblong to narrowly elliptical, 10- 
43 mm long, 5-12 mm wide, dull green, 
obscurely veined; margins. fringed with 
numerous tiny white acicular cells; apex 
acute. Scape 7-20 cm tall, c. 2 mm diam., 
1-6-flowered. Sterile bracts 3-4, closely 
sheathing, oblong-ovate, 10-20 mm 
long, 4-6 mm wide, acuminate, usually 
chartaceous at anthesis. Floral bracts 
closely sheathing, ovate-lanceolate, 5- 
18 mm long, 3-5 mm wide, acuminate. 
Pedicels 3-15 mm long, slender, straight or 
slightly curved. Ovary oblong to narrowly 
obovoid, 4-6 mm long, c. 2 mm wide, 
green. Flowers porrect to suberect; galea 
transparent with light brown bands; lateral 
sepals similar, sometimes with chequered 
patterns; petals transparent with 1-2 light 
brown lines. Galea curved at the base, 
nearly flat medially, suddenly decurved to 
the apex, glabrous; petal flanges large, 
nearly touching and closing off the base 
of the galea, brown; petal margins flared. 
Dorsal sepal 19-23 mm long including 
the apical point, cucullate, decurved in 
the distal quarter; apical point porrect to 
upcurved, filiform, 8-12 mm long. Lateral 
sepals deflexed; conjoined part wider 
than the galea, shallowly concave, ovate- 
elliptical when flattened, 8-10 mm long, 
9-11 mm wide; margins flat, densely 
hirsute, with prominent clear trichomes 
to c. 1 mm long; sinus very narrow, the 
margins glabrous; free points filiform, 14- 
25 mm long, divergent, curved shallowly 
forwards, 8-14 mm apart at the tips. Petals 
asymmetrical, elliptic-lanceolate, 12-14 
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mm long, 4-4.5 mm wide, straight; dorsal 
margin thickened, green-brown, hirsute; 
anterior margin glabrous; proximal flange 
relatively large, green or brown. Labellum 
highly irritable, attached by a green, 
ligulate basal claw c. 2.3 mm long, c. 2 
mm wide. Lamina narrowly elliptical to 
oblong-elliptical, 5-5.8 mm long, c. 2.5 
mm wide, green to light brown; basal lobe 
lower than the main lamina, erect, c. 1 mm 
long, c. 2 mm wide, covered with beaded 
siliceous cells; adaxial surface covered 
with beaded siliceous cells, proximally 
with a short narrow channel flanked by 2 
outcurved swellings, nearly flat distally; 
abaxial surface with a deep, narrow 
central channel extending from the basal 
lobe nearly to the apex, flanked by 2 thick 
whitish ridges; margins entire, covered 
with siliceous cells, the distal margins with 
numerous short acicular siliceous cells; 
apex obtuse. Labellum marginal setae 
spreading or projected forwards, 16-22, 
the longest to c. 1.3 mm long, each basal 
swelling with along erect seta c. 4mm long. 
Column porrect from the end of the ovary, 
recurved, 11-13 mm long, c. 1.5 mm wide. 
Column wings more or less rectangular, 
c. 3 mm long, c. 2 mm wide; upper lobe 
vestigial; basal lobe shortly ovate, ciliate; 
barrier trichomes irregularly moniliform, 
exserted. Anther c. 1.3 mm long, obtuse. 
Pollinia linear-oblong, c. 1.5 mm _ long, 
yellow, mealy. Stigma oblong-elliptic, c. 6.5 
mm long, c. 2 mm wide, the upper margins 
irregular. Capsules not seen. Fig. 1. 


Distribution and ecology: Currently 
known only from South Burrabogie, a 
property which is situated 60 km south- 
east of Hay in the western Riverina region 
of south-western New South Wales. The 
orchid grows in localized clumps that can 
consist of several hundred orchid plants 
distributed over several acres in one 
particular location and smaller numbers 
in other locations. Several populations 
occur on South Burrabogie, each isolated 
from the others. These populations occur 
along narrow (10-50 m wide) outcrops 
of red-brown clay loam bordering black 
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cracking clay. The sites where the orchids 
grow carries populations of annual forbs 
and grasses in years of good rainfall, 
but otherwise, apart from small forbs, 
it is devoid of vegetation (Nerida Reid, 
pers. comm.). This vegetation is probably 
a subunit of the semi-arid woodland 
habitat described as Inland Floodplain 
Woodlands (Keith 2004). The vegetation 
has developed on an alluvial plain formed 
by the deposition of silt, clay and fine sand 
from ancestral streams in the Quaternary 
Period . Alt. c. 85 m. Flowering: October 
and November. 


Recognition: Characterised by clumping 
habit, relatively large rosette leaves, tall 
scape, relatively small translucent flowers 
with green and brown markings, relatively 
short filiform points on the sepals, and, a 
small, narrowly elliptical to oblong-elliptical 
labellum with entire margins, tapering to a 
narrowly obtuse apex. 


Similar species: The new species has 
affinities with O. bisetus but is readily 
distinguished by its much smaller flowers, 
shorter filiform points on the sepals 
and narrow elliptical to oblong-elliptical 
labellum narrowed to the apex. By contrast 
O. bisetus has much larger flowers, much 
longer filiform points on the sepals and an 
obovate labellum with a broadly obtuse 
apex. The habitat of the two species is 
remarkably dissimilar and the clumping 
habit so prominent in the new species 
does not occur in O. bisetus. 


Notes: This remarkably — specialized 
species was discovered by Nerida Reid, 
former owner of South Burrabogie, and it 
is to her credit and persistence that this 
orchid is formally recognized here. Nerida 
was fully aware of the significance of her 
discovery and made determined efforts 
over many years, by contacting botanists 
and other vegetation specialists from 
various agencies, to have the status of the 
species determined and the significance of 
the population recognized.

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Nerida also records that the tubers of this 
orchid were small, kidney shaped and 
about 15 cm below soil level. 

The new species is placed in 
Oligochaetochilus section Biseta D.L.Jones 
& M.A.Clem. (Jones & Clements 2002). 


Conservation status: Apparently of 
restricted distribution and currently known 
only from private land. Similar habitat 
occurs in the adjacent Oolambeyan 
National Park (Nerida Reid, pers. comm.) 
and searching this area will be of value to 
establish the exact conservation status of 
the orchid. Unfortunately searching has 
been restricted in recent years due to very 
dry seasons but good rains have fallen this 
year. | suggest a conservation status of 
2Ek at this stage according to the criteria of 
Briggs & Leigh (1996). 


Etymology: The Greek pedinos, flat, open 
country, plain, in reference to the open 
habitat where this species grows.

For the past four or five years | have been meaning to hike to the top of Mt Alum at Bulahdelah, 
in order to photograph the area below the mountain, where the highway by-pass is to go. Each 
time | am passing the mountain it is either raining or | have not enough time to walk up and 
back down. This year on the way to the Tinonee Open Day weekend, | decided to leave work 
early and head off late on Friday morning. Once again | thought, driving through some rather 
heavy showers of rain, that again it will be to wet to walk up. As | approached Bulahdelah the 
weather cleared and the rain seemed to have missed the town. So | pulled in to the picnic area 
and noticed the many tents pitched around the park from those protesting against the RTA. 


| checked the clock and thought | would 
have the best part of hour and a half to walk 
to the top and return. | soon realised that 
half way up and walking the best part of an 
hour, that it seemed | was not close to the 
lookout, maybe | should have walked faster 
and not looked so often for orchids. Well | 
had to be in Taree by a certain time or miss 
out on the evening activities....BBQ and red 
wine. So down | headed again thinking that 
perhaps if | leave early enough on Sunday 
after the show at Tinonee | might have more 
time to make the ascent to the lookout. 


| mentioned to several people at the BBQ 
about my failed attempt to reach the top and 
said that it was my intention to try again on 
Sunday. This appealed to some who felt 
they would like to join me. 


But first we had to have our walk on Saturday; 
this was to the Brimbin Nature Reserve. 
Ray and others from the ANOS Mid-North 
Coast Group organise these walks with a 
BBQ and group members who know the 
area well. Ray had organised a beautiful 
sunny day for us and after a short (half an 
hour) drive we were there. The picnic area 
was well supplied with picnic tables and a 
large shelter, with BBQs and seats. Our 
guides Peter Farlow and Brian Miller led us 
on the days walk where we saw Pterostylis 
nutans, Bunochilus longifolius (Pterostylis 
longifolia), and a white Petalochilus 
(Caladenia) similar to P. catenatus, but 
flowering very early | thought, Corysanthes 
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pruinosa (Corybas pruinosis) and Acianthus 
fornicatus all in flower, we found plants of 
Cryptostylis subulata, Cymbidium suave, 
Sarcochilus hillli, S. olivaceus, Tetrabaculum 
tetragonum (Dendrobium — tetragonum), 
Chiloglottis species, Plectorrhiza tridentata 
and Dockrillia schoenina. 


Returning back to the picnic area for the BBQ 
being cooked by Peter Miller, holidaying from 
the cold of Victorias’, Mornington Peninsula, 
we all sat round talking and discussing the 
world of orchids as we always do. If | recall 
there was only one sausage left.... | could 
not eat any more. So as there was a little 
time left before we all went back to the 
motel to get ready for dinner we decided to 
quench our thirst at the local pub in Taree. 
On the way out of the nature Reserve we 
found an area with hundreds of the flowering 
white Petalochilus, Pterostylis nutans and 
Bunochilus longifolius. 


Sunday morning saw everyone meeting at 
the nursery for the Show and Open Day. 
Catching up with others from all over the 
state and from interstate is always enjoyable 
at these occasions and many conversations 
were had. But it was my intention to leave 
early so it was a quick walk down the bush 
behind the nursery to try and find some 
Taurantha collina (Pterostylis collina), both 
the green and red forms grow here and we 
did, eventually, find some. The good rains 
have made the grass a lot longer than in the 
past few years. We also saw Tropilis aemula 
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(Dendrobium aemulum) well in spike and 
found some Pterostylis curta returning to 
the nursery. Saying a few goodbyes and 
grabbing a couple of sausage sandwiches 
and a drink | then headed off to Bulahdelah. 


Rob Murch joined me for the hike to the 
lookout and as we headed up the hill 
we found some Cryptostylis leaves and 
Acianthus leaves. Walking along the 
flatter area near the top we saw up on the 
rocks plants of Thelychiton pulcherrimus 
(Dendrobium kingianum), Cestichis reflexa 
(Liparis reflexa) and Dockrillia linguiformis. 
Only a couple of plants of Thelychiton 
specisus (Dendrobium speciosum) were 
seen on the way to the lookout on the 
northern side of the mountain. Plants of 
Chiloglottis and Acianthus were also seen. 


Taking the photos | have been waiting so 
long to do, it was easy to see where the 
highway will approach the town. It has 
already been cleared to the river. Now | 
realised that it would have been better to 
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have gone to the lookout on the south side 
of the mountain. Well | guess there will now 
have to be another climb to the top, but | 
will not let it take another four or five years. 
It will need-to be done in the next four or 
five months, or they may start to clear this 
side of the river. Returning to the cars we 
decided to do the small loop walk to the 
Twin Ponds. Here we again found many of 
the white Petalochilus we saw at Brimbin 
NR, Corybas dowlingii was in flower as 
were some Acianthus fornicatus. 


Driving home | reflected on another great 
weekend of bushwalking and _ social 
activities with the many people who have a 
common interest and once again | thought 
that orchids are a great hobby to be involved 
in. So thanks once again to the members of 
ANOS Mid North Coast for hosting such a 
great day in the bush on Saturday and a 
special thanks to Ray and Lorraine for a 
great weekend. Hope to see you all there 
again next year.

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Two New Species of Papuan Orchidaceae.

ABSTRACT: Two new species of orchids from New Guinea are proposed, namely 
Dendrobium glomeroides and Glomera mayuensis. 


The island of New Guinea represents the 
mostspecies rich area for orchids in the Indo- 
Malesian floristic zone. At present about 
2888 species in 138 genera are recorded 
from the island with the expectation that 
several more taxa remain to be described. 
An example of the richness of the Papuan 
flora was Vermeulen’s (2008) publication of 
37 new species of Bulbophyllum, a genus 
he estimates has 600 representatives on 
the island. The only other comparatively 
large genus in New Guinea is Dendrobium 
(423 species, currently not including 
Cadetia, Diplocaulobium and Flickingeria). 
Together the two genera Bulbophyllum and 
Dendrobium constitute almost one third of 
the entire orchid flora. 

The pair of taxa described below are of 
no real interest to horticulturalist, the first 
having spidery ephemeral flowers, and the 
second with heads of small mostly white 
flowers. 


Dendrobium Swartz 

As noted above, a genus with 423 species 
in New Guinea. However if a broad concept 
of Dendrobium is adopted by including 
Cadetia Gaud. (61 taxa), Diplocaulobium 
(Rchb.f.) Krzl. (69 taxa) and Flickingeria (7 
taxa) then such an entity would have 560 
species in New Guinea. The new taxon 
belongs to section Grastidium Blume, a 
group with 180-190 species throughout its 
vast range from Sri Lanka to Tahiti. New 
Guinea is the centre of speciation with 
about 125-130 taxa accepted so far. 


Dendrobium glomeroides Ormerod, sp. 
nov. 

TYPE: Indonesia — Papua Prov., Baliem, 
Wiligimaan, 1800 m, 25 June 1961, C. 
Versteegh BW 10463 (Holotype: A!). 
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Species nova similis D. juniperinum Schitr. 
et D. lanuginosum Ormd. sed epichilo 
labello floribus ovato-lanceolatis (non late 
ovatis vel suborbicularis) differt. 

Rhizome and roots not seen. Preserved 
part of stem branching, foliose, terete, 
polished old yellow to yellow-green in dry 
material, 18-28 cm long, 0.09-0.30 cm 
thick; branchlets 7-14-leaved, 4.5-14.5 
cm long; internodes 0.30-2.85 cm long. 
Leaves ligulate-lanceolate, apex inequally 
obtusely to acutely bilobed to bidentate, 
1.4-2.1 cm long, 0.30-0.35 cm _ wide; 
leaf sheaths minutely rugulose striate, 
becoming grey when old. Inflorescence 
2-flowered; primary or outer spathe 0.8- 
1.0 mm long; inner spathe oblong-elliptic, 
obtuse, 5 mm long, 2 mm wide; peduncle 
8 mm long. Pedicellate ovary terete- 
subclavate, 9 mm long. Flowers dark 
yellow “in all parts”. Dorsal sepal ovate- 
lanceolate, acute, 18 mm long, 4.5-5.0 
mm wide. Lateral sepals obliquely ovate- 
lanceolate, acute, 18 mm long, 8 mm wide 
basally, 4.5-5.0 mm wide medially. Petals 
obliquely ligulate-lanceolate, acute, 17- 
18 mm long, 2.5-3.0 mm wide. Labellum 
trilobed, ca. 16 mm long; hypochile ca. 
5.5 mm long and wide, with semiobovate- 
oblanceolate, obliquely truncate sidelobes, 
medially with a fleshy, linear, truncate keel; 
epichile ovate-lanceolate, lower half with 
erose margins between which is a dense 
oblong patch of pubescence, ca. 10.5 
mm long, 3.5-4.0 mm wide. Column 5 mm 
long; columnfoot 6.5 mm long, forming 
with the lateral sepals a broadly conical, 
obtuse mentum. 

Distribution: Indonesia (Papua).

Etymology: The specific epithet refers to 
the habit of the plant, since it resembles 
certain species of the orchid genus 
Glomera Blume (e.g. G. nigrilimbata van 
Royen). 


Notes: This species is somewhat similar to 
D. juniperinum Schitr. and D. lanuginosum 
Ormerod in its branching habit but the 
flowers differ in having a much longer 
ovate-lanceolate (not late ovate or 
suborbicular) midlobe. 


Glomera Blume 

A genus with 42 species in New Guinea. 
It is likely that the genus G/ossorhyncha 
Ridley (including © Giulianettia Rolfe, 
Ischnocentrum Schltr. and Sepalosiphon 
Schltr.) and its 105 species will once again 
be included in Glomera. For the time being 
| have maintained the two as separate 
genera since they are usually quite easy 
to differentiate in the herbarium. Glomera 
usually having entire margins of the leaf 
sheaths and inflorescences with two, often 
many more flowers; and Glossorhyncha 
with usually ciliated leaf sheath margins 
and always one-flowered inflorescences. 
The plants are also easily confused with 
members of the genus Agrostophyllum 
Blume but may be distinguished externally 
by the less oblique leaf sheaths that are not 
margined with black. 


Glomera mayuensis Ormerod, sp. nov. 
TYPE: Papua New Guinea — Milne Bay 
Prov., Raba Raba Subdistrict, S side of 
Guaru Ridge, near Mayu 2, 1775 m, 15 
July 1972, PF. Stevens & J.F. Veldkamp 
LAE 55592 (Holotype: K!; Isotypes: Al, 
BRI!, LAE!). 

Affinis G. palustris J.J.Sm. sed apicis 
vaginis foliis  truncatis (non U-forme 
excavatis) et brachiis columna triangularis 
(non ligulatis) differt. 

Epiphytic or terrestrial herb forming large 
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patches, to 40 cm tall. Roots, rhizome and 
lower part of stem not seen. Stems erect, 
subterete, slightly compressed, producing 
new stems below the old flower head near 
the stem apex, 5-8-leaved, longest complete 
stem 11-12 cm long, 0.4-0.8 cm_ thick. 
Leaves ligulate-lanceolate, apex inequally 
subacutely bilobed, thinly coriaceous, mid 
to dark shiny green above, paler and duller 
below, 8.5-16.0 cm long, 1.3-1.7 cm wide; 
leaf sheaths tubular, truncate opposite leaf 
axil, smooth, sometimes weakly striate and 
softly wrinkled in dry state, exposed part 
1.5-2.1 cm long. Inflorescence terminal, 
forming a semiglobose, densely many- 
flowered capitulum, 2.5-3.0 cm _ wide. 
Floral bracts oblanceolate-rhombic, acute, 
thin, lacking a midvein, 13 mm long, 5 
mm wide. Pedicellate ovary subcylindric- 
clavate, 9.5 mm long. Flowers white with 
an orange-yellow labellum. Dorsal sepal 
narrowly elliptic, acute, 7.8 mm long, 2.9 
mm wide. Lateral sepals forming a broadly 
elliptic, inequally bilobed synsepalum 7 mm 
long and 5 mm wide, basal third with inner 
margins free and loosely enveloping spur, 
upper 2/3 connate, each obliquely oblong- 
elliptic, subacute, 7 mm long, 2.5 mm wide. 
Petals oblong-ligulate, acute, 7.2 mm long, 
1.9-2.0 mm wide. Labellum spurred, entire, 
joined to apex of ovary and margins of 
column for ca. 2 mm; spur saccate, obtuse, 
ca. 0.5 mm long; epichile ovate-elliptic, 
obtuse, with five low lamellate veins, 2.5 
mm long, 2.2 mm wide. Column semiterete, 
2.75 mm long; brachia triangular. 


Distribution: Papua New Guinea. 


Specimen examined: Papua New Guinea 
— Milne Bay Prov., Raba Raba Subdistrict, 
scarp of Tantam Plateau, overlooking Mayu 
River, 2010 m, 18 July 1972, PF. Stevens 
LAE 55657 (A, BRI, K, LAE). 


Habitat: steeply sloping Araucaria forest 
(type); mixed montane forest; 1775-2010 
m. 


Etymology: The specific epithet refers to 
the name Mayu, given to two mountain 
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peaks and a river in the area where the two 
known collections originated. 


Notes: Glomera mayuensis is most similar 
to its New Guinean congener G. palustris 
J.J.Sm. (Syn.: G. macrophylla Schitr., 
Agrostophyllum pendulatum van Royen). 
From the latter it differs in its leaf sheaths 
being truncate (not U-V-shaped) opposite 
the leaf axil, slightly smaller labellum 
epichile (2.5 x 2.2 vs. 3.0-3.5 x 3.0-3.5 
mm) and triangular (not ligulate) column 
brachia. 


Two Pacific Island species are also similar 
to G. mayuensis in leaf length and in 
having truncate leaf sheaths. The first of 
these is G. bougainvilleana Ormerod from 
Bougainville and the Solomon Islands, it 
differs in having longer stems (to 150 vs. 40 
cm), distinctly striate, transversely wrinkled 
(not smooth, at most weakly striate) leaf 
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sheaths and a longer (3.30 vs. 2.75 mm) 
column. The second is G. emarginata 
Kores from Fiji, it differs from G. mayuensis 
in having longer stems (to 90 vs. 40 cm), 
fleshier leaves, striate (not smooth, at most 
weakly striate) leaf sheaths and a shorter 
(2.00 vs. 2.75 mm) column.
